Walton Peteet of Texas, New Head of Department 


Organized to Assist Farmers, Well Qualified to 


Solve Problems Confronting Agriculturists 


I Following the decision of the eiecu- 
itlve committee to make co-operative 
^marketing development the chief busi- 
ness of the American Farm Bureau for 
•1923, a Department of Co-operative 
Marketing was created In the general 
•ffice. Walton Peteet of Texas took 
charge of tills department the first of 
February. 


It is the purpose ttf the Co-operative 


Marketing Department to work out a 
.tnlQed national plan for all co-oper- 
iSitlve marketing organizations. 
. Walton Petwt, who heads the de- 
jpartment, Is ac outstanding figure In 
jthe present-day co-operative market- 
ilng movement. As director of organ- 
ization, director of commodity mar- 
htetlng, and secretary of the Texas 
'Farm Burenu Federation he has held 
,a commanding position in the remark-

In beginning • his new work Mr. 


Peteet makes It plain that he is to 
proceed in an orderly way and in the 
light of the best experience. He says: 


"It is absolutely essential that farm- 


ers change their distributive system 
from the Individualistic to the group 
basis. That is our task now and that 
means co-operative marketing. There 
Is no truly national system of co-oper- 
ative marketing^ It is the job of the 
American -Farm Bureau and particu- 
larly of the Department of Co-opera- 
tive Marketing, to develop the co-oper- 
ative body of doctrine, to establish 
the accepted authority on collective 
distribution. We are going to do this 
out of the broad range of experiences 
and we are going to give it national 
publicity. There are two phases to the 
new movement: 


Must Merchandise Products. 


"L To stimulate and promote co-op- 


erative marketing of all the products 
grown on the farms. 


"2. To Unify and co-ordinate co-op- 


erative marketing agencies. 


"For Instance, all the potato districts 


will be co-ordinated, so as to 'market 
their crop collectively and efficiently. 
The Income of the potato grower in 
Minnesota Is determined by his rela- 
tion to the national industry, by what 
the potato grower In Maine and Idaho 
Is doing. 


"We are going to take one commodity 


after another until we have organized 
all of them. The grower of any com- 
modity must relate himself to all the 
other growers of that commodity. The 
big Idea of all is to merchandise our 
agricultural products instead of dump- 
Ing a twelve months' supply on the 
market three months after harvest 


"The fanner Intends to use for his 


own business the practice that busi- 
ness men now follow. The fanner is 
setting up bis own sales department"

He Leads the Farm Bureau 


The American Farm Bureau Federation has placed the farmers' problem 


In a test tube and under the microscope, four elements have baeu found: pro-- 
ductlon, transportation, marketing and finance. It is then to a solution of the 
evils affecting these four elements that the organization laid its plans for this 
year. 
, 
a. 


Finance, transportation and market- 


Ing come particularly In the province 
of the national organization. Produc- 
tion is dealt with through the county 
farm bureau with Its connection with 
the extension services of the Depart 
ment of Agriculture and the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Th* American 
Farm Bureau machine Is built to deal 
with the first three. 


Unify Co-operative Efforts. 


In its work on "the other half of 


agriculture"—marketing—the farm b 
reau Is so closely associated with the 
development of the co-operative com- 
modity idea that the terms "farm bu- 
reau 
marketing" and "co-operative 


marketing" have become synonomous. 
With the beginning of 1923 the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau created a new de- 
partment which devotes its entire time 
and resources to the development of 
this form of marketing. This division 
has now well in hand a plan for co- 
ordinating all co-operative marketing 
organizations in a united marketing 
program. 


Following its work in 1922 the Infor- 


mation Department has carried on an 
extensive national, educational cam- 
paign for co-operative marketing. The 
Legislative, Eesearch, Relations, Or- 
ganization and Transportation depart- 
ments are -all giving outstanding at- 
tention to the marketing program. The 
work of these departments first of all 
consists of direct specialized assistance 
to co-operative marketing organiza- 
tions, and in the second place to the 
Invcstigational work necessary to the 
unified program mentioned before. 


Definite Transportation Program 
Transportation remedies for which 


the farm bureau Is working this year 
are feet forth in the transportation 
resolution adopted at the annual meet- 
Ing of the American Farm Bureau in 
Chicago last December. Briefly sum- 
marized this resolution urges the rail- 
roads provide equipment sufficient to 
prevent congestion of freight traffic; 
demands freight rates be reduced in 
working relation with purchasing poxv- 


sive highway and waterway Improve- 
ments; 
asks 
certain - .legislative 


changes, Including amendment of the 
Transportation Act of 1920. and'Urn!-, 
tation of the Esch-Cummihs Act; op- 
poses Pittsburgh Plus; suggests es- 
tablishment of a Public Relations Serv- 
ice to Interpret agricultural'and busi- 
ness needs to the carriers; approves 
the work of the Joint Commission of 
Agricultural Inquiry, and commends 
the work of the Car Service Division 


of the American Railway Association 
and the Bureau of Service of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 
' 
To obtain these specific* Improve- 


ments in the big problem of getting 
the farmers' products from the farm 
to the market place is the job of the 
Transportation Department 
of the 


American Farm Bureau. In this work 
the department is directly aided by 
the Legislative, the Research and the 
Information departments. 


In the matters' of agricultural credit 


and finance, the farm bureau recog- 
nizes three forms of credit are neces- 
sary: long-time invested capital ou an 
amortization basis; short-time credits 
such as should bo provided through 
ordinary banks of deposit, and an in- 
termediary credit to take care of mar- 
keting and productive needs. 


Seek Financial Relief. 


To meet these ends it started to work 


early this year to secure an amend- 
ment to the federal land bank act 
removing the $10,000 loan limit; an 
amendment of the federal reserve 
act making that system more readily 
accessible for banks of small capital, 
and an amendment extending the re- 
discount period of agricultural paper 
to at least nine months; the 'estab- 
lishment of intermediary credit insti- 
tutions for rediscounting paper prop- 
erly secured, for the purpose of order- 
ly marketing live stock and other pro- 
ductive needs covering a period of from 
six months to three years. 


Most of this work falls directly on 


the Legislative Department, but for 
the popular support of the legislative 
amendments suggested the Informa- 
tion Department is held responsible. 


Broadly the" big 1923 task of the

of the hundreds of specific daily jobs 
that pour into the national headquar- 
ters of the American farm industry.

A very significant 
fact about this door is that it fits into its opening to the 
exactness of something like one thousandth of an inch. A 
human hair measures from two to three one thousandth of 
an inch in diameter. 


The door is secured into its opening by means of 


twenty-four locking bolt?, each of -which Veigh in the 
neighborhood of 100 pounds. 
These bolts operate so 


smoothly by means of gearing devices that a child can 
throw them with the hand wheel on the outside of the 
door and they are held in locked position by two combi- 
nation locks, each susceptible of 100,000,000 changes as 
well as being additionally checked by a four movement 
chronometer time lock. 


The walls and ceiling of this large vault are construct- 


ed, of solid concrete and steel, 24'' in thickness; the steel 


bars, of which" there are six layers in the thickness of the 
walls, are so placed as to resist the penetration of a con- 
crete drill, and are interlaced with each other in such a 
manner as to prevent the disintegration of the wall with 
the use of an explosive in case of a burglarious attack, if 
such an attempt might be made to cut through the walls 
and obtain entrance to the vault. Within this formidable 
concrete and steel wall is an inner lining of open hearth 
steel to further protect the vault property within the Safe 
Deposit boxes. 


The entire perimeter of this vault js entirely within 


the exterior walls of the bank building and are" not ad- 
jacent to the exterior walls, in order to~fnrther eliminate 
the possibility of a concealed attempt to pierce the wall 
and gain an entry to the vault. 


%A burglar alarm is also provided which in addition to 


protecting the bank from the possibility of daylight hold- 
ups, is also connected to the vault door, so that the least 
tampering with the doors when dosed, will sound a lanre 
alarm gong at the entrance to the bank, as well as au 
alarm at the police headquarters. 


The Safe Deposit boxes provided in the safe deposit 


compartment are of unusual construction. These boxes 
are locked with a double nose lor-k requiring for its opera- 
tion two sets of keys, one held by the renter and the other 
by the custodian of the vault. The value of such arrange- 
ment can readily bo appreciated, as it becomes impossible 
for tho bank to have a^^s to the box without the pres- 
ence of the renter and vke versa.

gram of the association. 


The co-operatives have so arranged 


their financial affairs that although 
6 per cent Interest is paid on loans, 


the Individual farmer to whom an ad- 
vance Is made pays less than 1 per 
cent. This Is accomplished by mar- 
keting each month enough rice to pay 
oft the outstanding indebtedness of 
the organization and applying funds 
returned In this way to finance other 
growers, thus using the same money 
several times over during the period 
of the loan. 


Each fanner receives a check for CO 


per cent of the value of his rice as 
soon as it is received at ther ware- 
house and graded. 


The association has leased mills for 


cleaning and ptvcessing the rice. 


In Arkansas the work of the farm 


bureau is even nioro spectacular than 
in Louisiana, for in Arkansas the 
problem was that of rebuilding an In- 
dustry that was dead broke—down 
and out The Arkansas Rice Growers' 
Co-operative Association was formed. 
The membership in this association 
has doubled in the course of the flrst 
season, the rice industry has beenVft- 
established, better prices have been 
secured for the growers end 80 per 
cent of the growers are now market- 
ing co-operatively. 


Farm Bureau Exchanges 
_ Big Aid to the Farmers 


In six months the Michigan State 


Farm Bureau's Produce -Exchange at 
Detroit has developed 47 local associ- 
ations among- farm bureau members. It 
markets an average of 550,000 in farrn 
produce monthly. 
The exchange op- 


erates a wholesale commission house 
serving Detroit retailers and others, 
a car-lot and Jobbing business at the 
railroad yards and is the only farmers' 
co-operative association 
represented 


on Detroit's two great farmers' mar- 
kets. Last summer It handled 173 
solid carloads of fralt and vegetables 
for members, often consigning them 
to other markets than Detroit 


The organization of commodity ex- 


changes to market farm prodncts 
within a state Is one of the vital serv- 
ices being developed by state farm bu- 
reau federations.

Missouri, Arizona, Texas and Louisiana, 
many other state federations have 
planned and built up commodity ex- 
changes which are taking an increas- 
ingly Important part in the commerce 
of the f»ate.

Hoosier Farmers Have 


Good Organization Plan 


The Indiana Federation of Farmers' 


Associations has worked out a county 
unit plan for commodity organiza- 
tions. 
The county farm association 


or farm bureau incorporates under 
the state law and establishes a prod- 
uce marketing department. Contract* 
are then printed and committees se- 
lected or solicitors hired to sign up a 
volume of business necessary to keep 
the cost low. 


Each producer signs a ten-dollar 


collateral note which is used for se* 
curity at the bank for loans, to bny 
equipment and jo provide operating 
capital. 
After marketing Is started 


a small per cent is set aside as a 
sinking fund which Is used to pay off 
the loan. ' Most of the associations 
pay the local station price when re- 
turns are received and the remainder 
after operating expenses are paid goes 
into a fund that is prorated to the 
members on a patronage basis every 
three or six months.

other points. 


California Plan Works. 


Since the California Fruit Growers 


nave been In operation no one has 
beard of a glutted market on oranges 
or lemons. 
On the waii of the main 


office of that organization is a great 
map, so arranged that every hour the 
position of every car In transit is 
shown. 
It is a dally occurrence for '• 


the growers' saleg agency to re-route, 
cars so as to nave the supply just 
meet the demand In all sections of the 
country, diverting them from centers 
where a surplus exists. 


In the non-perishable field the co- 


operator'* problem 1« first one of 
finance and then of storage. Flnnnca 
Is required because growers usually 
are not able to wait for all their 
money until the whole crop Is sold. 
An advance, or part payment Is neces- 
sary. Additional payments are mftdi 
during the course of the selling sea- 
son. 


In the development of co-operation 


farmers have come to realise that they 
must recognize those practices that ex- 
perience in business has proved suc- 
cessful. 
Any marketing plan first 


must have the approval of the grower, 
for his interest is vital. Then it must 
hare the approval of business men, 
to prevent flaws which their experi- 
ence will discover. 
It must be ap- 


proved by bunkers, for financing is 
vital, and of lawyers, else it might be 
torn to pieces in legal difficulties. 


It takes just as big men and just as 


much brains to set up any commodity 
marketing organization, on a co-opera- 
tive basis, as it does to build and op- 
erata a flour^ mill or a large packing, 
plant. There Is no patronizing or 
philanthropy in successful co-operative 
marketing. 
There is no room for in- 


competence and amateurs.

founded on accurate marketing knowl- 
edge. To get these facts the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation in co- 
operation \\lth state federations has 
established a series of fellowships in 
various state agricultural colleges, 
which will enable an analytical study 
to be made of the entire marketing 
process. 


These fellowships are given to a 


graduate student and are for the pe- 
riod of one year. They are valued 
at $720. 


The study of each commodity Is be- 


ing taken up separately. Oo-operative 
marketing of dairy products was se- 
lected as the first study. TVork is now 
In progress In Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Texas and California, on this 
project. Grain, live stock, fruit, cot- 
ton, tobacco and other commodities 
will be taken up and given the same 
close analytical study, fellowships be- 
ing granted in the state colleges of ag- 
riculture in the states prominent for 
each of th'ese commodities.

pects of farming, and came to the con* 
elusion thnt modern business methods 
and the growth of legislation had put 
the production and distribution of 
farm products out of line with tb.9 
rest of the economic structure, to tha 
disad>antage of agriculture. Being 
asked to suggest a remedy, it seems to 
me that the proper theory for correo 
tlon should be based primarily upon 
the fact that without regular acces» 
to commensurate financing, modertl 
business, with its highly specialized 
production and distribution, would b* 
Impossmle. Agriculture needs like fa- 
cilities in order to be placed upon an 
equality with all the other industries 
with which It has to deal And In 
order to accomplish this I have the 
fallowing recommendations to make^ 
regardless of whether you market CO* 
operatively or as IndU icluals—althoaga, 
I do not hesitate to say that I am un- 
qualifiedly in favor of co-opermtlv* 
marketing. 


Financial Requirement*. 


A new finance system should be get 


up to Increase the \olume of threa 
classes of rural credits; (1) Credit 
for the more orderly marketing of 
crops; (2) credit for the purpose of 
raising and marketing cattle; (3) credit 
for productive purposes. 


The basis of increased credit* for 


this particular purpose should be the 
placing of the products In a modern 
warehouse or elevator where a neutral 
authority would register their grade 
and amount, and where a certiflcata 
would be issued for the amount sol 
stored or warehoused. 
» | 


"There Is no reason why one centrai 


organization should not be the agency 
for more orderly marketing of crops, 
for the raisin? and marketing of cattla 
and for productive purposes. How- 
ever, this Institution should be rigidly, 
departmentalized and a certain pet* 
centage of its funds allocated to eacK 
branch of the organization. Its obli- 
gations for the three different pur-' 
poses enumerated would thus stand on 
their own bottoms, separate each from' 
the other; each fund to be eannarkedJ 
Otherwise credit for the more orderly 
marketing of crops, which have tha' 
warehoused product as collateral, and 
for live stock, would have to pay as 
high a rate of Interest as that which 
was granted for productive purposes; 
which has no »uch marketable col- 
lateral. 


Must Have Market. 


Again, In considering the whola 


subject, one must have In mind that 
no matter what credit facilities; no 
matter what transportation and what 
distributive agencies you may hare, 
there must be a market; and that, 
market as in any other business, yon, 
must continually endeavor to -widen.

THE FARMER AND HIS PROBLEMS 


' Todayy we are issuing a special edition which will 


reachi practically all of the farmers of Lorain County. 
; 
We all claim to be interested in the farm and the 


fanners. Some are only interested in what they can 
get from the farms, and others in what they can get 
from the farmers, but in several particulars, the 
^farm and the farmer, presents to America one of the 


""most serious problems which the nation confronts. 


Long hours on the farm, the difficulty of obtaining 
help at any price, and the greater difficulty of ob- 
taining any help which the farmer is able to pay, 
with the difference in the price between what the 
fanner receives and what the consumer pays, togeth- 
er with the innumerable chances of failure in other 
respects, makes farm life in spite of all of its attrac- 
tions, tremendously discouraging. 


We recently took a list of thirty men who had 


won success in various departments of life—in poli- 
tics, letter science and business—and found that 
twenty-six of them had been born and reared in the 
country. Only four were city born and bred, and one 
of those had to leave the city and go into the country, 
in God's great out-of-doors, to obtain his health. But 
~the point is, that twenty-six of them left the farm in 


- order to achieve marked success, and it is getting 


more and more difficult as a rule to keep young peo- 
ple on the farm. 


The farmer is independent in some ways—the 


most independent man, but again, he is the most de- 
pendent. Owing to the extreme division of labor, 
the fanner is as dependent upon other people's labor 


'-for Ms life aside from the food he raises as any other 


man. It is almost a thankless task to tell what the 
'farmer needs. tWe all know his needs. We all know 
the difficulties he has in forming an organization and 
sustaining an organization that will gain for him 
what other organizations gain for men in other lines. 
TMiJ is partly due to the farmer being so individual- 
istic in nis ideas. He has not been in the habit of 
joining with others and of feeling the need of the 
group, nor the responsibility that he has to the group. 


Again, they cannot combine as men in other 


lines of production or of labor,, because the amount 
involved and the need of some of them disposing of 
their, products, breaks the market. 


It is the significant thing that 1,250,000 farms 


changed occupants in 1922. That was one out of 
every five farms in the country, and these statistics 
were given out by the United States Department of 


^- 'Agriculture. In the southern states, one farm -out 


of every four changed occupants and there are fewer 
farms in the northern New England states by hun- 
dreds than there were a few years ago. Four hun- 
dred thousand farms were sold last year. The bal- 
ance of the difference in occupants, of course, was 
made up in change of renters. A large number of 
these four hundred thousand farms, the ownership
